Provisions of the Bill, 
The Norris bill provides for Gov- 
ernment ownership and operation 
of the Muscle Shoals plants, 
sale of power at wholesale, 
preference given to municipalities 
owning their own distributing sys- 
The bill further provides that 
transmission lines can be built 
either by Government dpprepria- 
tions or out of profits from the 
sale of power. 

The Government now owns and 
operates the plants, but sells all 
the power at extremely low whole- 
sale rates to the Alabama Power 
which charges 
rates ranging up to 15 
kilowatt hour.

Construction of the Municipal 
Auditorium, with its exterior com- 
plete and with the main convention 
and exhibition hall, at a cost of 
$4,000,000, was ordered today by 


with, President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service. 

Kinsey said he would at once 
prepare the ordinahce draft for the 
Board of Public Service, and it 
will be introduced into thé Board 
of Aldermen Friday. He believes 
he will be ready to call Yor 
bids in less than six weeks, 
and that construction can be- 
gin before the end of March. 
In this case, the Auditorium will 
probably be the first large public 
building to get under construction, 
in the program of the city and 
business organizations for relief of 
unemployment in the building 
trades. 

Some work has been. done on 
clearing the site, which is on the 


160-foot thoroughfare. 

The plan adopted was one of two 

which, as was told yesterday, were 
presented by Kinsey to the Mayor. 
Kinsey reported that, with a. $5,- 
000,000 dond issue item available 
for construction of the building, the 
complete structure as planned 
would cost $6,250,000. The smaller 
of the two plans called for erection 
of the north end, or front, ot the 
building, containing stage, music 
hall and four lesser halls, but ‘with 
the main convention and exhibition 
hall deferred and the exterior left 
uncompleted at the rear. This 
would cost $3,000,000. 
The other plan, which was adopt- 
ed, is to complete the entire exterior 
and the big main ball, at a cost of 
$4,000,000, and to leave construc- 
tion of the music hall and lesser 
halis to the future.

The bullet-riddled bodies of Leo 
Orlando, Cuckoo gangster, and Isa- 
dore Katz, a hanger-on of the 
Cuckoos, were found lying face 
downward on Old Jamestown road, 


Louis County, at 6a. m. today. They 
had been dead several hours. 

Police believe the killings were 
an outburst of a gang feud in which 
five other gunmen have been mur- 
dered since Oct. 2. 

The two bodies, lying about 10 
feet apart, were a short distance 
south of the bridge over Coldwater 
creek, in a farming community, 
halfway between Black Jack and 
Fort Bellefontaine, and a quarter 
mile from the nearest dwelling. 
Black Jack is reached from the 
northern part of the city by Hall's 
Ferry road. * 

Orlando had four wounds in the 
head and one in the right shoulder. 
Katz had eight body wounds. All 
were inflicted by .38 caliber auto-

Sale of $15, 000,000 Road 
Bonds to Test Stability of 
Credit in Drouth and 
Bank Crisis

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 7.— 
“arkansas, like other drouth- 
stricken states, needs all the Fed- 
eral aid it can get,“ Gov. Harvey 
Parnell declared yesterday. The 
question is whether we can get 
it,” he said. 

While both the Arkansas Sen- 
ators, Robinson and Caraway, were 
sponsoring the $15, 000,000 appro- 
priation for food included Mon- 
day in the Senate drouth- relief 
bill, the Arkansas Governor was 
assuring an Eastern newspaper by 
wire that “‘the people of Arkansas 
and American Red Cross are tak- 
ing care of the situation in a sat- 
isfactory manner and will continue 
to do 80.“ 

When that contrast was pointed 
out yesterday by this correspond- 
ent, the Governor emphatically 
disclaimed any attempt to give the 
impression that Arkansas farmers 
did not need aid. He had in- 
tended, he said, to counteract any 
impression that violence had oc- 
curred and to convey the fact that 
the current situation was well in 
hand. 

“We need a lot of help,” he re- 
marked. “The Red Cross is do- 
ing all it can, and nobody in this 
State can praise it too highly. 
We're only afraid it can't do as 
much as we need.“ 

Later, in response to an inquiry 
from Senator Robinson, Gov. Par- 
nell telegraphed to Washington sub- 
stantially the sanie statement he 
had made to the Post-Dispatch. 
Last night he handed out a third 
statement, this one in regard to the 
reorganization of the American Ex- 
change Trust Co. of Little Rock, 
largest bank in the State. 

The bank was swept under Nov. 
17, in the aftermath of the Cald- 
well & Co. failure at Nashville, 
Tenn., and 99 other Arkansas banks 
followed it in closing in the last 
seven weeks. Gov. Parnell pledged 
“every resource at the command of 
the State’’ in economical adminis- 
tration of its affairs, and promise 
that, if it could not be reopened, 


liquidation would proceed “to the 


best iriterest of the depositors and 
the general public.” 

In his wire to Senator. Robinson, 
Gov. Parnell declared it imperative 
that the Arkansas delegation con- 
tinue to emphasize the situation be- 
fore Congress and that additional 
assistance be rendered. He added 
that “it is not contemplated the 
Legislature will be able to make any 
appropriations for drouth relief, as 
revenues will not permit.” 

The Governor and other State of- 
ficials await the outcome of a sale 
of $15,000,000 short-term road 
bonds Jan. 15 as conclusive test 
of whether drouth damage and 
bank failures have affected State 
credit. So far, they declared, no in- 
dication has appeared that the 
credit of the State Government, in 
contrast to that of thousands of in- 
dividuals, had been affected. 

Treasurer-elect- Roy Leonard, 
who will take office next week after 
several years as Assistant Treasurer, 
reported that inquiries from St. 
Louis, Chicago and New York bank. 
ers evinced undiminished interest 
in the forthcoming bond sale. State 
securities drawing 4 per cent or 
more are in demand, he explained, 
since many Government securities 
are at considerably lower rates.

PARIS, Jan. 7.—France today 


paid final honor to Marshal Joffre, 
hero of the Marne, in a national 


funeral marked by all the pomp 
and ceremony of the republic. 

Thousands gathered from dawn 
to witness the progress of the cor- 
tege from the Cathedral of Notre 
Dame to Les Invalides, where the 
Marshal's body finds a temporary 
resting place not far from the 
tomb of Napoleon. 


The gates of the cathedral were 


opened at 8 a. m. and within a few 
minutes the vast nave ‘was filled 
by more than 10 000 persons. Win- 
dows and vantage points along the 
Rue Rivoli, the Place Concorde and 
the Champs Elysee were thronged. 
Roofs were packed, and hours be- 
fore the passage of the cortege 
transportation in the center of the 
city was suspended. 

Infantry standing elbow to elbow 
took positions along the entire 
three miles from Notre Dame. to 
Les Invalides. Military bands with 
drums and trumpets hung with 
crepe were stationed at intervals 


‘of 1000 yards. A fog lifted as the 


sun rose, but the temperature re- 


mained at 4 or 5 degrees below, 


freezing. 
Many Weep in Cathedral, 


Arrival of President Doumergue, 
three minutes late because of the 
crush, was the signal for the be- 
ginning of the requiem service at} 
Notre Dame, where the body of the 
Marshal was taken late last night 
after remaining in state two days 
in the chapel of the Ecole Mili- 
taire. 

With the entrance of Doumergue 
the organ began “Libera Me 
Domine,” joined by the choir. 
Many of the congregation, which 
included representatives of. the 
army, the Government, foreign 
Governments, veterans’ organiza- 
tions and French hamlet and city 
alike, wept. . 

The “Dies Irae, Dies IIla““ fol- 
lowed and then the organ struck 
up the Requiem. Mgr. Joseph Marie 
Tissier, Bishop -of Chalons-Sur- 
Marne, read the absolution. The 
Bishop turned from the altar and 
blessed the catafalque with 
“Requiescat in Pace,” to which 
many outside the choir replied. 

Meanwhile, outside, the cortege 
was already formed. Mounted Re- 
publican Guards took a position at 
the head of the square, 
battery of horse artillery lined up 
behind. Then came an artillery 
military band and a battalion of 
infantry. The Marshal's charg2r, 


Sorciere, caparisoned in black, was 


led into the middle of the square 
in front of the cathedral, where by 
this time fully 50,000 persons wére 
massed.

HOOVER MAKES CHEERFUL 
SPEECH TO AUTO DEALERS

WASHINGTON, Jan. %t%—A4- 
dressing by telephone the National 


Automobile Chamber of Commerce 


meeting in New York, President 
Hoover last night said “the despon- 
dency af some people over the fu- 
ture is not borne out by the sta- 
tistical evidénce or prospect in re- 
spect to the automobile industry.” 

Analyzing the automobile pro- 
duction, road building and gasoline 
consuniption during the last year, 
the President said the figures indi- 
cated that “we have been cheerful 
in the use of our automobiles. 

1 do not assume,“ ho added, 
“they are being used for transpor- 
tation to the poor house.”’ 

The future of the automobile in- 
dustry, he said, does not warrant 
any despondency. . 

Text of Speech. 

The address of the President fol- 
lows: | 

Jam glad to extend this greet- 
ing to the automobile industry of 
the United States as-represented tn 
your banquet in New York City 
tonight. 

J am informed that if I were 
speaking to every person whose 
livelihood is directly or indirectly 
dependent upon the industry I 
should be speaking to one person 


in every ten of the people of our 


country. Therefore, the -prosperity 
of the industry is the anxisus 


thought of the Nation, and every- 


body wishes you well in your plans 
to expand the manufacture and us» 
of your prodact. 

The despondency of some people 
over the future is not borne out 
by the statistical evidence of pros- 
pects in respect to the automobile 


industry. I am informed by the De- 


partment of Commerce that despite 
the depression you have manufac- 
tured and sold during the_ year, 
1930, over 3,500,000 new automo- 
biles. You have also disposed ot 
large inventories of a year ago. 
Hundreds of miles of new roads 
are being constructed every day in 
the vorld and these increasing 
miles must be equipped with more 
automobiles. 

“IT am informed also that the 
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consumption of gasoline during the 
last year shows an increase of 5 
per cent over even the highly op- 
timistic year of 1929. 1 
Cheerful in Using Autos. 

This certainly indicates that we 
have been cheerful in the use- of 
our automobiles; I do not assume 
they are being used for transporta- 
tion to the poor house. While I am 
aware that many people are using 
the old automobile a little longer 
it is obvious that they are still us- 
ing it and that it is being worn out. 
Altogether the future for the in- 
dustry does not warrant any des- 
pondency. 

“No one needs to recall the util- 


ity and importance of the automo- 
bile in our national life. I have 
often wondered, however, if part 
qf its popularity was not due to 
the exhilirating sense of power 
that we all inhale through the mas- 
tery over time and space we gain 
from it. It brings a sense of free- 
dom that makes our spirit rise 
even though it sometimes invites 
for some people the depressing 
ministrations of a motorcycle: po- 
liceman, 

„1 wish you success in your 
meeting and in the organization 
plan which you put forward. for 
the new year. Every automobile 
and truck which you make and 
sell adds to employment in a hun- 
dred different trades. Yours is in- 
deed a great and vital industry, the 
success ¢f which is important to 
every one of us.

They Will Continue Friday 
to Rio — Two Others 
Taken in Tow After 
Descent _at Sen.

NATAL, Brazil, Jan. 1.-—-Thou- 


sands of residents of this far north- 
eastern tip of the South American 


continent gathered here today to 
gaze in admiration at 10 large Ital- 
jan seaplanes which yesterday — 
across the South Atlantic Ocean. 

The planes, three of them blaek, 
three green, two red and two white, 
floated at anchor fh the Potengy 
River, none the worse for the 
journey of nearly 1700 miles from 
Bolama, Portuguese Guinea, West

One 
was forced to alight on the sea not 
far from the starting point and the 
other was forced down by motor 
trouble off St. Paul’s Rocks, 475 
miles from Natal. Both were 
picked up by Italian cruisers sta- 
tioned along the route. The first 
was towed back to Bolama and the 
other is being taken to Fernando 
do Noronha, Brazilian penal colony 
island, 125 miles from here. '

He estimates that there are 250,000 families, includ- 
ing about 1,125,000 persons, in destitution caused by 
the drouth in his area alone, which covers Southwest 
ern and Western states. Evans says the Red Cross 
is helping more than 9000 families in Southeast 
Missouri, and expects that before the winter 20,000 
families in this section will have needed help. At 
the close of the year, St. Louis headquarters of the 
relief organization were feeding and clothing 27,835 
families in Southeast Missouri, Southern Illinois, 
Arkanses and Oklahoma. In even the short time 
that has elapsed since Jan. 1 these figures are ob 
solete since conditions have become progressively 
worse. 

The country has had ample warning of these mid- 
winter appalling conditions. In a letter to the Na- 
tion of Oct. 8. A. Robbins, writing from Hickman, Ry. 
gave the facts in detafl and predicted the widespread 
destitution that would prevail duriag the winter. He 
said de bad made two trips through the worst parts 
of the drouth stricken area, in Tennessee, Kentacky, 
Southeast Missouri, Arkansas and Mississippi. Con- 
ditions in Arkansas are the worst, with a crop aver- 
age of only 32 per cent of normal. Kentucky is next. 
Tennessee, Mississippi and Virginia are almost, as 
bad. Of course, crop averages given out by Secretary 
Hyde and Chairman Legge of the Farm Board do not 
tell the story. They are averages for large areas, 
not specific facts with regard to the hardest hit drogth 
sections. Mr. Rebbins detailed the terrible actual 
facts as he found them in the worst sections, and the 
contributory causes such as we have mentioned which 
deprive the suffering farmers of any resources with 
which te obtain food and water for themselves, not 
te speak of their stock. He refers te a delegation of 
farmers who went inte the office of the Commercial 
Appeal at Memphis and presented a petiticn to Pree 
ident Hoover. signed by the heads of ever 100 fami- 
lies at Lepanto, Ark. describing their terrible plight 
and asking immediate aid.
